It mat- 
ters tittle whether the ch.-ures can be 
substantiated: they are made almost 
daily; they are widely circulated; they 
obtain crcdibiluv in some quarters; and 
they inevitably stigmatise the total 
U.S. aid e.Tort. - 

I believe that in undeveloped areas of 
the world, um costs of public safety pro- 
grams are better left to be under- 
written from local resources and the U.S. 
assistance effort directed toward less 
sensitive and better justified areas 
of concern. As a move in this direction, 
my amendment would eliminate all pub- 
lic safety pro, trams funded from Techni- 
cal assistance c rants and development 
loans. This action would not, however, 
bar public safety proprams in Southeast 
Asia, for which $20,573,000 in support- 
ing assistance funds is requested, and 
concerning w hich I will not comment at 
this time. 

Thai pro-ram has been widely pub- 
licise;'. in a dhlei cut connection. 

While I fiiic. uon the need for continu- 
ing this highly controversial program, 
the Agency for International Develop- 
ment lias ic- Aided in strong support, of 
these activities v.-hicl: involve the opera- 
tion cf the International Policy Academy 
and the aliening of 335 public safety 
advisers abroad. Hawing- achieved the 


limited objectives for which they were 
established, public safety programs in 23 
countries have been terminated since 
1302. 

Public safety programs in Chile and 
Jordan , were terminated in fiscal year 
29*71 and ongoing programs in Brazil and 
Korea will be concluded by the end of 
fiscal 1072. In trying; to justify this pro- 
gram’s continuance, an AID official has 
made the following observation which 
should be considered in passing judg- 
ment on the program: 

Violence lias been a common factor Sn 
many Of the world's societies and one which 
frustrates the eitort of the people to realize 
their aspirations and also of govcminonis 
in attempting to govern. Violence has been 
chosen toy special interest Groups, political 
factions and elements at both extremes of 
the political spectrum. Based on the recent 
experience oi the l'JStis, it is clear that dur- 
ing the decade, of the "iOs the task of govern- 
ments In these societies will he much more 
important during tins period. This im- 
portance lies not only tn the civil Keen:: 1 ;,' 
forces’ ability to protect the lives, property 
ancl basic human rights of the citizens, but 
in their ebility to crept* a climate for orderly 
change. Violence perpetrated toy any group 
in society should be prevented and sup- 
pressed. 

In several countries, which have requested 
and are receiving Public Safety assistance, 
there are reports’ ar.d allegations that some 
members oi the police forces engage m Illegal 
activity m the conduct of their business. We 
do not concicme and do deplore tills kind of 
behayitr which is antithetical to the objec- 
tives of the Public sfidety program and to 
the modern concept of law enforcement 
which the program rtv.-mpts to inculcate at 
nil levels in police lor.-es it aids. The beat 
chance for overcoming this lack of profes- 


sionalism Is the conduct of police opesatioi'^ 
is through technical ass' -ance and training 
provided by the Public fcrfcty ;«y;eram.

Also, wo arc engaged now in a great 
program throughout the .world to try to 
bring narcotics and drug traffic under 
control, and this wii! be one element of 
the training which will be undertaken. I 
think many subjects have been discussed 
here which might be of much more im- 
portance, but this is important. 

I do not go on the assumption that all 
cur police are brutal. I would think it 
would be better to train these forces in 
the use of more humane, methods. It is 
basically an educational program.

Diem spent 
time In the Ala ryknoll Seminary in New 
York. State and became acquainted with 
some important figures in this country, 
lie went back and we helped make him 
president and gave him a police force, 
and we tiro still there protecting his 
people. 

It is rather interesting that cut of 
this kind of program grew that very Iona 
and intimate connection with South 

Vietnam. 

It. is a very important proa ram. It in- 
volves us in the internal affairs of many 
countries, But, for the life of me, I do 
not' understand why the Senator from 
Hawaii feels that we. should become in- 
volved in the creation of the local police 
forces, of these countries. I in irk it new 
involves 25 countries. It is no small 
matter. 

■tVe, already train army c; . v.-re in more 
countiies than that. We become iden- 
tified with their police force : and what- 
ever people think cf their p-.bco forces. 
We knew in this country hew popular 
police forces are. I support our police 
forces. But we know that in many parts 
of this country the police are vary con- 
troversial. I think it is most unfortunate, 
but that happens to be human nature. 
We also have become Sdenlifod with 
foreign army officers. We bring thou- 
sands — and wo have brought tens of 
thousands— of array officers to lias coun- 
try, to train them. 

The PRESIDING OFFICER. The Sen- 
ator's time has expired. 

Air. FULBRIGHT. I yield myself 1 ad- 
ditional minute. We bring them Here to 
teach them our most modern method.: 
of how to stifle any kind of disorder of 
insurrection. That, in its proper context, 
is an essential part of an organized so- 
ciety. 

I agree with and I underscore v. ha, the 
Senator from Rhode Island has said. Es- 
sential as these activities arc to orga- 
nized society, they are essentially local, 
and a. big country like ours should not in- 
ject itself into those activities. Wc are be- 
ing accused by our enemies ail over the 
world of being of an imperialistic nature, 
seeking new and more subtle ways t:"~. 
say, the British to control every r>:.rl of 
the world we pan by investments, by 
training of their military rco-.l'e, by 
training of their policemen, and other 
means. 

Eo I think it is against our interests to 
keep tins program in operation. It is not 
just a matter of money or saving money. 
It is against our interest. 

I want to correct a misapprehension 
that I think was implicit in. a comment 
just made, that, my amendment to the 
amendment of the Senator from ininoD 
reduced the amount for the nufferJnrt or 
starving, or what have you, of people.
